PARIS, Tuesday—The latest commu- 
nique states that a’ German counter-at- 
tack at Les Eparges was completely re- 
pulsed yesterday. An infantry action 
in Bois-de-Montmare produced no appre- 
ci#ble result for either side. In the 
Regnieville region the French gained a 
clear advantage in a somewhat violent 

artillery duel. 

In the Vosges the French attacks on 
both banks of the Fecht increased the 
progress previously made, compelling the 
Germans hurriedly to evacuate Esels- 
brucke above Metzeral, and to abandon 
large quantities of material. 

Aviator Garros was compelled, owing 
to his engine stopping, to land at Ingel- 
munster,10 kilometers north of Courtrai, 
where he was captured. 

Monday—An official communique states 
that the British troops yesterday cap- 
tured 200 yards of German trenches in 
Belgium, near Zwartalen, saseneae, them 
despite counter-attacks, 

The French have .been successful on 
both banks of La Fecht, the advance 
being pressed forward on the north 
bank, 


The French.have gained possession of.

FRESH SURVEY OF 
ROMAN WALL IN 
SCOTLAND MADE 


George Macdonald Furnishes De- 
tails of Recent Research Work 
at Gathering in Edinburgh 


(Special to The Christian Science Monitor) 
EDINBURGH, Scotland—At a meeting 
of the Society of Antiquaries for Seot- 
land recently held in Edinburgh, George 
Macdonald, LL.D., F. 8.4, Seot., gave a 
communication on “A Fresh Survey of 
the Roman Wall, from Inveravyon to 
Falkirk,” explaining, in his opening re- 
marks that he had been engaged: on this 
work for some years, aided by ‘a grant 
from the Carnegie Research fund. 

On the farm of Mumrills, midway ‘be- 
tween Falkirk and Inveravon,, the site 
of a forgotten fort had been discovered 
and its approximate dimensions ascer- 
tained. It had covered an area: of be- 
tween six and seven acres,‘and was thus 
very considerably larger than any of. the 
other known forts on the Roman wall. 
Its garrison had consisted of -cavalry, 
and it was unique among the wall stations 
in that the rampart which formed its 
main defense had _ been’. constructed of 
earth, not of stone or sods, 

Contrary to expectation, it was found 
that nowhere.in the: four: miles: under 
review was there any sign of turf hav- 
ing been employed at all in building the 
great barrier. From the bank. of the 
Avon to Rosehall, in the -heart of’ the. 
town of Falkirk, the line of the wall 


being adopted as an official record -by the. 
ordnance survey.

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<3 para board of agriculture replied 


to declare their policy in regard’ to. the 
establishment of a beet sugar industry. 

A growing tendency to rely upon gov- 
ernment prc ape and support in fos- 
tering industry: -ha been. shown lately. 
in the United Kingdom. During the past 
four or five years the advocates of beet- 
growing in England have pressed their 
views with unceasing . persistence. “If 
‘they have been able to show that a soil 
suitable for the purpose exists, con- 
Uincing evidence has not: yet been forth- 
coming that the crop, when grown, will 
prove a financial success. .Their efforts, 


/that they have-at last been able_to per- 
suade the government to set on foot 
‘an inquiry which will enable the board 
of agriculture to base’a definite opinion 
upon it. 

There are one or two important ques- 
tions involved. Is the present time as 
opportune for pressing the matter as 
some assert? It is true that England is 
largely dependent upon’ European coun- 
tries for. her sugar supply, but it ‘has 
yet to be proved to the satisfaction of 
the farmer ‘that a stigar-beet ¢fop. will | 
be more remunerative to. him: than‘ a 
root crop. The proposal ‘to establish a 
sugar industry on the data available is 
essentially of -a speculative’. nature. 


the industry can be profitably intro- 
duced, money will be forthcoming, with- 
out government assistance; for the estab- 
lishment of the necessary factories. 
There must be some doubt among its 
supporters as to the success of the’ pro}- 
ect, or they would not advocate a bonus 
to those farmers who are ready to de- 
vate some of their energies to it. If 
a bonus, or anything in the nature of 
protection, is desirable for ‘sugar pro- 
ducing, the glaims of established colén- 
ial sugar-growing industries call-for con- 
sideration. 

It is obvious that the laying down 
of, land for beet growing must displace 
either other roots dr grain, or possibly 
absorb ground required for pasture. At 
a time when there. is a growing de- 
mand for wheat, it. Seems a wiser pol- 
icy for farmers at the present: juncture 
to exert their energies in a direction 
of. proved. value and acknowledged need, 
than to embark upon a departure the 
value of which has yet to be demon- 
strated. Agriculturists in England.know 
what they can and ‘What they’ cannot 
do, in, the direction of raising grain, 
but _they. are still in the dark‘as to 
what.the land can do in that, of- beet 
production at a profit. If further rea- 
sons were required:for putting the pro- 
posal on one side, they are forthcom- 
ing in the scarcity of labor at the pres- 
ent time, and the difficulty of housing 
any new recruits to the labor: market.

French Zone 


In the French zone, which comprises 
practically ‘all of Morocco, with’ the ex- 
ception of the small parts just. spoken 
of, there were no restrictions of any 
kind, so that the French were free to 
solve the problem with which they were 
confronted at the outbreak of hostili- 
ties in-Europe in their own way. And 
it was indeed a difficult proposition. It 
was imperative that all available troops 
should be sent to France, and the author- 
jties were only too conscious of the fact 
that the country was ‘far’ from being 
pacified, and that even the tribes~ which 
were not actively hostile to French rule 
made no secret of their dislike to for- 
eign government. 

Obviously, the first thing :to do was 
to remove all the Germans and Austrians. 
It must not be forgotten that Germany 
has for many years cast longing eyes 
on Morocco; and its citizens had ac- 
quired large interests, and possessed 
much influence with the natives. Then 
again, safe under the protecting wing 
of their Tangier legation, they had been 
accustomed never to lose an opportunity 
of openly insulting the French, and 
of placing every possible obstacle in 
their way, So serious, indeed, was the 
situation regarded in* Paris, that the 
French resident-general had instructions 
to evacuate the whole of the interior, 
,and ¢onfine himself, with his depleted | 
troops, to’ maintaining intact the coast 
towns. These towns were, to all intents 
and purposes, with the exception ofa 
light military railway between Casa- 
blanca and “Rabat, quite isolated, so 
that the position was anything but a 
pleasing one. |

UDINE, Italy—Every train that cross- 


men; women and children, who are leav- 
ing Austria for Italy, owing to the un- 
certainty as to political developments 
in the near future. Some of the fugi- 
tives are pure Italians, others Austro- 


tricts inhabited by Italian-speaking peo- 
ple have been hardly handled in the 
matter of foodstuffs. .They state that 
the policy of the government is to keep 
the provisions. for the capitals, Vienna 
and Budapest, where an outbreak of 
trouble of some kind might. take pleee, 
should the people find themselves with- 
out bread. 

These reports are confirmed by the 
Austrian newspapers, according to whom 
the governors of the “Alpine” lands met 
‘recently ‘to deliberate upon the future 
policy to be pursued in Goritz, Tyrol, 
Carinthia, Carniola and Styria, as there 


no prospect of obtaining any. The gov- 
ernors sent. a protest to Vienna, and 
asked for cérn to be sent from Hungary. 
It appears that the shortage is very se- 
rious, everywhere in the provinces, with 
the exception of the Trentino, where an 
arrangement, has ‘been’ made for those 
living near the frontier to obtain,-sup- 
plies from Italy, and to cross the fron-

Vienna 

In Vierina iteelf there is a’ shortage 
of corn, and although many families have 
stored up sufficient to last over the 


‘summer, or eveh over the war; some are 
feeling the lack of food very severely. 
All-attempts on the part of the govern- 
ment to regulate the supply, and to 
serve out daily rations are meeting with 
the.utmost opposition. The Austrian 
will put up with a good deal in the way 
of state interference, but he prefers to 
regulate certain things himself, particu- 
larly in the matter of food. Hence every 
effort made by the burgomaster of Vien- 
ing to regulate the consumption fails. 
People will pay exorbitant prices for 
white bread, and smuggle it into their 
houses, Yather thafi buy* the bread they 
are ordered to use by the government, 
which is powerless to check this and a 
thousand other evasions of the law, that 
are constantly practised.

There is no doubt that. if agricultural 
and other matters in Austria-Hungary 
were taken well in hand, there would 
be enougli:and to spare for all. The 
agricultural resources of the country 
are such that there is no reason for a 
scarcity, although it is true that maize 
bread would have to be eaten, instead 
of wheéaten loaves.

in ordering the hearing has not yet been 
received in Boston. A preliminary in- 
junction has been recommended to the 
chancellor of the court of ‘chancery, final- 
ly preventing the consummation of the 
merger pending the hearing. 

Tne proceedings in the New Jersey 
court are blocking the stockholders of; 
the United Shoe Machinery Company 
from cajling an adjourned meeting to 
vote on the proposed merger, as provided 
in the New Jersey laws\ unde which the 
company operates. . A - stockholders’ 
meeting was held recently, but was/ad- 
journed without action. 

The merger is’ contested on grounds 
that the charters of the two organiza- 
tions are dissimilar, the charter of the 
corporation conferrjng more extensive 
powers than that. of. the company. The 
contestants aver that the merger would 
impair the rights’ of the stockholders. 

The Uriited Shoe Machinery‘ Corpora- 
tion received its papers of incorporation 
in New Jersey May 2, 1905. It was or- 
ganized for the express purpose. of pur 
chasing all outstanding shares of. the 
United Shoe Machinery Company. An 
official ‘of the company today. said that 
the corporation now controls all , the 
stock in the company with the~excep- 
tion of small holdings equal to less than 
1 per cent of the total stock. 

The corporation has an authorized 
capital stock amounting to $35,000,000 
common’ ‘and $15,000,000 preferred. Ap- 
proximately $40,000,000 of this: is ovt- 
standing. e shoe company ~has

25,000,000; divided equally among ¢com- 
mon. and preferred issues. Aboiit $20,- 
000,000 is outstanding.

To make an asparagus bed it is neces- 
sary merely to prepare the soil deeply 
and thoroughly, though best results are 
secured when considerable natural fer- 
tilizer from the stable is buried deeply;

Says a 
writer in. the Téchnical World magazine: 

“It has always been considered im* 
possible to lay mosaic mechanically in 
such a way as to duplicate the irreg- 
ular bonding obtained by hand.

RUSSIA ISURGED 


High Rates in Doing Business 
With Empire in Selling Shoes 
May Be Overcome by Credit- 
ing on the Imports of Leather 


Saving in the cost of money exchange 
which arises from the trade between 
Russia and Massachusetts in hides and 
boots and shoes, is proposed. by. Henry 
D. Baker, commercial attache at Petro- 
grad, who has recently visited this city 
and is now in Washington. 

Mr. Baker, while in Boston, conferred 
with many members of the New England 
Shoe and Leather Association with rela- 
tion to extending the market in Russia 
for Massachusetts boots and shoes. He 
said he thought in view of the large im- 
ports of Russian hides which come to 
Massachusetts, it should be possible to 
arrange some method whereby boots and 
shoes and other. products of finished 
eather might be sold in Russia to offset 
at least partially the purchases of hides. 


Serious Loss. Involved 

At present, according to Attache 
Baker, there is a serious loss to Russian 
importers in buying goods from the 
United States because of the high price 
He says the loss may 
amount to from 10 to 20 per cent. Be- 
rcause of this, Massachusetts factories 
are deprived of-a much greater market 
for their output in Russia. 

F. L, ‘Roberts,, commercial agent in 
charge of the Boston office of the bureau 
of foreign and domestic commerce, says 
the Mr. Baker’s proposition has been 
referred to Thomas F. Anderson, sec- 
jretary of the New England Shoe and 
Leather Association, and to several of 
the leading banks in this city. 

The jmpotts of hides intg Massachu- 
setts amounted .to $5,050,165 for the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1914. During 
this time Massachusetts exported to 
Russia boots and shoes valued at $97,- 


these figures would be much larger were 
it possible to estimate the indirect trade. 


Exchange Plan Proposed 


The Petrograd commercial agent. fig- 
ures that it would be possible to arrange 
some plan whereby Russian hide ex- 
porters could have at least some part 
of the hides which,they send to Massa- 
chusetts pay Yor the boots and shoes. 
which Russia buys, thus effecting a 
great saving in exchange... He says that 
possibly a portion -of the ‘hide export 
could be similarly applied to offset pur- 
chases .of machine ‘tools, confectionery 
and other produicts which Boston sends 
to Russia.”

But, asmow, these bills 
wil Ihaye to pass the gantlet of the 
rules committee or a four fifths vote in 
both branches. The rules committee ex- 
amines these late measures thoroughly 
and they will have but little chance of 
admission unless containing some dis- 
tinctive merit. 


Messages Not Affected 


The early filing provision does not 
apply to. messages from the Governor 
recommending legislation, reports. or 
communications required or authorized 
to be submitted at a later date, to 
measures taken from the files of the 
Legislature provided this’ is done before 
the second Saturday of the session, and 
to certain bills based on reports of com- 
missions, etc. It also does not apply in 
the case of petitions or resolutions “in 
aid of” legislation, that is, cemmunita- 
tions favoring the passage of certain 
bills which have been formally filed with 
the clerks of either branch. 

Another important change in the rules 
proposed is that relating to certain peti- 
tions for legislation relative to city ‘em- 
ployees. This rule is self- “explanatory, 
and.is as follows: 

“A committee to which is referred “a 
petition for legislation to authorize a 
city or town to:reinstate in its service 
a person formerly employed by it shall 
report thereon leave te withdraw unless 
the person seeking to ‘be reinstated has 
first petitioned the local police, district 
or municipal court for a review,'as pro-| 
vided by law.” 

This is expected to check petitions for 
legislation on many personal subjects, 
the merits of which cannot be‘ ad- 
equately studied by the Legislature.

|How Data Were Gathered 


“We had.an interesting time gather- 
ing the data for the books,’ said Mr. 
Ransome. “First, we collected every 
thing in the survey bearing upon the 
question, and then we sent men into the 
field. One set of men made a motor car 
trip along the line of: the Northern Pa- 
cific road, going over the route carefully, 
mile by mile,‘and making frequent stops. 
Another set of men traveled the length 
of the Union Pacific by hand car, also’ 
stopping frequently in order to get the 
information, that was needed for the 
book, A third: set went over the line 
of the Santa Fe; by hand car and by 
team. 

“The railroads rendered us important 
service, and without their aid we could 
not. have finished the field work as rap- 
idly as we did. The facilities of these 
western roads are rather large in these 
directions. The Santa Fe road, for in- 
stance, maintains a geological corps.” 

The forthcoming ‘books will be the 
first of the kind ever published by the 
government; if they are as successful 
as the authorities anticipate, they will 
not be the last. The geological survey 
has great funds of information which 
the public would read with much inter- 
est if it could be made available in un- 
technical. form, The success of the rail- 
road guides. will mean efforts to put 
much of this information into popular 
language for general distribution.
